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The photograph shows what is, perhaps, the 
greatest novelty among modcrn houses to be 
Seen in Ireland to-day. It stands con- 
Spicuously on the southern slope of the hill 
over which the new by-pass road, St. Mobhi, 
runs to the right of Glasnevin village. The 
house, Wendon, was built on St. Mobhi 
avenue by Mr. G. M. Linzell—the builder of 
a line of modern dwellings on St. Mobhi 
road—for his own occupation, and he has had 
his up-to-date ideas expressed in the construc- 
tion of a house that is remarkable for many 
things. i 

The situation is ideal, and affords a magn!- 
ficent view of the Dublin Mountains; every 
room in the house is flooded with sunshine at 
some period of the day; the kitchen, scullery, 
cupboard and hot-press equipment are ideal ; 
the whole houseis centrally heated from an 
oil-fired boiler ; there are only two fireplaces, 
and all cooking is done by gas; telephones 
are substituted for electric bells; wash-hand 
basins are in every bedroom; the walls of the 
bedrooms have wardrobe fixtures, with 
recesses for trunks on top: up and down the 
house one finds a great variety of things de- 
signed to achieve efficiency and economy in 
domestic management. 

The sleeping porch and loggia form a novel 
feature in house-building in the City of 
Dublin. 

The foundations are cement concrete, and 
all the walls are formed of concrete blocks, 
partly made of clean-washed breeze in order 
to diminish condensation. The walls are 
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built of 18° x 9” x Fá pre-cast blocks iv 
two 44” skins, with a N cavity. 

The roofs, which are flat, are of reinforced 
concrete, which was carried out in Ferrocrete, 
and the external and boundary walls are ren- 
dered in Snowcrete, and the fountain and 
basin at the entrance are rendered with 
Cream Snowcrete. 

Internally, the whole of the doors are per- 
fectly plain on both sides, being framed up 
in the ordinary way, and then covered with 
plywood, which lends itself to some very in- 
teresting paint treatment. 

,Glass, enamel, aluminium and chromium- 
on — abound, and there are no 

rasses to polish. | 

A serving hatch between kitchen and 
diningroom solves the problem of hot meals 
supplied rapidly. 

There is a china store, a housemaid’s cup- 
board, hot linen presses and a chute, down 
which soiled clothes are dropped from the 
bedrooms to the wash boiler. 

Apart from the stair leading to the bed- 
rooms, there are only four steps inside the 
house, and these lead down into the central- 
heating boiler house. T.e whole of the fuel 
store and boiler equipment is contained in a 
chamber 1Cft. 6in. long by 5ft. 6in. wide. 

Radiators are placed in suitable positions 
throughout the house, but in the drawingroom 
they are of the Ray-rad type and invisible, 
being built into the walls between the win- 
dows.

DISTASTEFUL . MORSELS. 


The species that go into winter hibernation 
as caterpillars are usually to be found hidden 
at the foot of tali grasses or undergrowth. In 
most cases the hibernation is partial, which 
is to say that they feed intermittently during 
the winter, usuaily when the sun is shining. 
These caterpillars are hairy and distateful to 
birds and other likely enemies. With few 
exceptions, they are quite small, and even 
when exposed are diilicult to detect. 

Last of all are those butterflies and moths 
that hibernate in the winged state, The 
hibernecnium is usually a wood stack, a corne: 
inside an outhouse, or shed, or even some 
obscure retreat. in an inhabited house. Again 
the hibernation is not complete; for these 
imsects may. frequently be seen on the wing 
even in mid-winter. when there is sunshine. 
Spiders are their chief peril, and many must 
be the victims, but the sorvivors, often with 
sadly torn wings, lay a multitude of eggs in 
the first days of spring, and having completed 
their life cycle and work they die. 

Without -recapitulation, without extrava- 
gance of simile, and without labouring the 
story, a book conld be written on the 
romance of insect life in winter. “This brief 
article can give an outline of the main facts 
rélating to where our butterflies go in winter 
time. From these facts emerges the truth 
that nature never sleeps, the cycle of life is | 
ever moving, and the appearance of the first 
butterfly of spring is an achievement of no 
mean order—a procf of many perils success- 
fully overcome.

Protection 
from extremes of temperature is secured by 
each chrysalid being enclosed in an earthen 
chamber, the walle of which are held together 
by: silken threads spun by the caterpillar at 
the time of pupation. This chamber pro- 
Vides a circumambient layer of non- 
conducting air. This chamber serves also to 
\c@iitrol humidity, Further protection is 
‘secared from excessive _moisture—the arch 
enemy of insect life—by the caterpillar’s 
-Gnktinctive choice of a well-drained position, 
umually at the roots of a tree or bush. Pro 
tection from countless enemies, mice, voles, 
beetles, centipedes, spiders, birds, and man, 
is a more or less negative process. There is 
no certain armour against these foes but a 
profusion of numbers, and the workings of 
chance ensure the survival of sufficient to 
carry on the race. Nature has found this an 
infallible plan, and it operates throughout 
her kingdom. 

Insect life in the egg staze presents a 
simpler problem in defence. In the autumn 
the eggs are laid, according to the species of 
the insect, either singly or in batches on the 
leafless twigs oí trees and bushes, on tree 
trunks and fences, and on the leaves of ever- 
green shrubs. The eggs are always laid on 
or in close proximity to the food plant of the 
caterpillar. Protection of these eggs during 
the winter is afforded by their minute <ize 
and by the very hard waterproof chiten which 
forms their shell. ‘The eggs can endure ex- 
tremies of temperature that would be fatal to 
many other forms of life; they are impervious 
to rain, while to devonr them marauding in- 
sects must have powerful mandibles. 


DISTASTEFUL MORSELS. 


The species that go into winter hibernation 
as caterpillars are usually to be found hidden 
at the foot oí tali grasses or undergrowth. In 
most cases the hibernation is partial, which 
is to say that they feed intermittently during 
the winter, usuaily when the sun is shining. 
These caterpillars are hairy and distateful to 
birds and other likely enemies. With few 
exceptions, they are quite small, and even 
when exposed are diilicult to detect.

Chinese Fighters. 


For all that China seems to spend her 
time in fighting, the Chinese are not born 
fighting men,, according to a military 
friend of mine who has recently. returned 
from that country. - “The Chinese soldier 
is particularly docile, and will stand a 
great deal of hardship without grumbling. 
He is capable of marching long. distances 
without any apparent discomfort, and has 
a capacity for rapidly recuperating from 
physical exertion. In times of strife he 
does not particularly worry whether he 1s 
on the side of the victorious or defeated 
army, as lomg as he is well fed and can 
have his bow! of rice. If, however, a 
soldier is engaged in the defence of his 
native district, he becomes a desperate 
fighter, not in the least likely to give 
quarter to. his foes. 


Military Equipment in China. 


As regards armaments, my friend tells 
me that few lessons of the Great War have 
found practicable application in China. 
The only weapons which have been added 
to the equipment of the armies to any con- 
siderable extent are machine-guns, but even 
these are of old-fashioned types.” Artillery 
is particularly poor in both tactics and 
equipment, and the guns in use are about 
ten years old. An effort to improve the 
range of trench mortars, which are cheap 
and easy to manufacture, failed, and the 
use of gas shells has not met with much 
success. Military aviation, despite the 
recent addition of several machines >2f 
British manufacture, is still in the transi- 
tion stage—partly an air force and partly 
an army auxiliary that has not proved 
its worth.

In 
County Dublin, not more ‘than twelve 
miles from the city, an old man has been 
working at this job for years, and on the 
slope of the hill just beyond his cottage 
he now can show three good pastures, con- 
taining several acres of fine grass land 
apiece. His method is to remove the skin 
of the hillside in large flat slabs, which 
he calls ‘‘ scraws.’’ ‘he soil that clings 
to these big sods is particularly good for 
potting plants, and he finds a ready sale 
for them at a nursery some miles away. 
When he has cleared a large enough space 
he “' gives the ground a scrape.’’ as he 
himself describes it, and then sows suit- 
able grass seed, having first built a rough 
barrier all round it to keep the sheep 
away. By this method he has added con- 
siderably to the mountain farm that is his, 
and those who pass on the road below are 
surprised to see three good pastures on 
that bleak hillside.

Mr. J. Harrington Hudson gave the mem-

In this bill they proposed to re- 
move all the restrictions that lay upon the 
railway companies in regard to road pas- 
senger services, and the restrictions imposed 
by the 1927 railway legislation. In the 
future the only restrictions laid upon them 
would be such as apnlied to the ordinary road 
services, namely—the regulations in regard 
to speed and safetv, and they would be run 
on the same basis as the "bus companies now 
running for their own private profit. 


PASSENGER SERVICES. 


The bill laid down as a genera) rule that 
after a certain date nobody would be allowed 
to run a r service on the road unless 
they first obtained a licence from the 
Minister. Certain distinctions had been 
made as to the issue of these licences ; where 
a service had been carried on efficiently for 
twelve months before the date of the bill the 
Minister must give a licence to that com- 
pany or operator on application. In the 
case of other companies, they did not auto- 
matically get licences—the issue of which Jay 
in the Minister's discretion—if they had not 
been on the roads for a year, or had not been 
giving adequate service. 

He intended to operate these sections so 
as to secure that in a relatively short period 


in the main three transport areas in the 
country, The first would be served by the 
Dublin United Tramway Company and its 
allied “bus services, and other independent 
"bus companies; the second by the Great 
Southern Railways Company and its allied 
road services, and the third by the Great 
Northern Railway and its allied road services.

THE RAILWAYS. 


Dealing with the Railways (Miscellaneous) 
Bill, the Minister remarked that this was the 
worst understood piece of legislation that 
had been brought before the pubic, judging 
by the comments that had been made upon 
it, At the moment, he said, there was con- 
siderable legal doubt as te the position exist- 
ing in regard to baronial lines, and he knew 
that there was a considerable volume of legal 
opinion that the baronially guaranteed lines 
could never be closed down. There was an- 
other point of view that, where there was a 
statutory obligation to run trains in per- 
petuity, that obligation continued, and where 
there was no statutory obligation the railway 
companies must run the number of trains as, 
in fact, were being run when the bill was 
introduced. That was to clear up any legal 
doubt, and to give power to withdraw these 
services, if necessary. 

The Minister said that in the bill power 
was taken to hold local inquiries whenever 
an application was made for a modification 
or a cessor of the services, and before such 
application was granted opinion in the dis-

COMPANIES’ OBLIGATIONS. 


It was said that he had imposed fresh 
obligations on the Great Southern Railway. 
He wished to point out that Ulause 6 re- | 
lated only to such portions of the railway 
service as were formerly baronially guaran- 
teed or originally built by free grants of 
ES money. ie such cases where the 

reat Southern Company had got these | 
baronial guarantee moneys, or a railway | 
plant, it was only right that they should be 
obliged to run the existing services until 
such time as they madé a convincing case 
for altering or abandoning Other- 
the railway companies had _ very 
considerable powers. They could “ single” 
a line or modify a service in any way, sub- 
ject only to the provision that such altera- 
tion as they introduced did not operate un- 
duly against certain members of the public 
or discriminate in favour of one port against 
another. 

It was also urged that the railway company 
was shackled by having to obtain the per- 
mission of the Railway Tribunal for an 
alteration of freight charges. If that pro- 
vision did not exist all the legislation built 
up to prevent discrimination would be 
negatived, A lerry owner in a town might 
tender to a particular merchant to catry 
goods at a particular rate, and te meet that 
competition the railway company might cut 
its charges to that trader without altering 
its charges to similar traders in the town 
who had not been approached by the lorry 
owner. Similarly, there might be discrimina- 
tion against a particular port. 


THE RAILWAY TRIBUNAL, 


In regard to the Railway Tribunal, the 
only obligation imposed on the railway com- 
pany was that it should make its case before 
that Tribunal, before or after the event, in 
relation to lower charges. He thought that 
the Railway Tribunal was a necessary factor 
of the bill; for there should be somebody 
there to see what the rates were going to 
be, and to prevent undue discrimination, The 
railway company had complained of the cost 
to them in many thousands—£20,000—of the 
Railway Tribunal. He would like to get a 
valuation of that statement, and a segrega- 
tion of the figures, in order to find out how 
it was spent. It had been also stated that 
the railway company could not move hand 
or foot without the sanction of the Tribunal 
or of the Government: .He did not know 
where the Government came in, except in só 
far as it had established the Tribural. 

There was also the case made of wages 
and conditions of service that the railways 
had to bear, but the Railway Wages Board 
had been established and machinery set up to 
deal with these matters, and the company 
which had a case could make it there where 
an independent body would deal with the 
situation. It was maintained that the Rail- 
way Bill was a failure because it did not at 
one swoop reduce these wages to whatever 
somebody considered to be a fair wage that 
railway employés should get at the moment. 
The Government did not intend to change 
the Wages Board, which had given satisfac- 
tion so far. 

There was also a misinterpretation of the 
sections of the bill governing lines that 
might be closed, and that when the line was 
closed the company should maintain it. That 
was not so. When a line was closed the 
obligations resting on the company were in 
regard to level crossings, railway bridges, 
drainage and so on, These obligations must 
be maintained, but they were obligations 
that could be got rid of by agreement with 
the people affected. There was no obliga- | 
tion on the railway company to maintain a 
le that was closed. 


RAILWAY-MINDED 
COMPANIES. 


He had stated quite frankly that his in- 
tention in these legislative proposals was to 
re-establish the railways, but not as railwav 
concerns. If people had embarked money in 
services of a monopolistic character thev 
should be protected as far as possible, and 
the only limitation that he would put on 
tnat protection was that, equally so far as 
possible, the needs and requirements of the 
travelling and trading public shoald be con- 
sidered, They should give the railway owners 
the chance of becoming owners of a better 
transport concern, but they would not become 
a better concern if the railways simply re- 
mained a railway-minded company. They had 
got to realise that a new agency had come to 
operate, and the present bill was giving 
them the opportunity to take advantage of 
that agency. The bill gave every power pos- 
sible to meet passenger traffic, and every- 
thing to that end had been weighed in favour 
of the railway company and the tramway 
company. 

In regard to goods traffic, the situation 
had not advanced to the point where any 
regulation was possible. At the moment there 
were about 8.000 lorries operating, and he 
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had been told that these were the vehicles 
that were drawing the life-blood from the 
railways Up to a year ago it was repre- 
sented to him that it was the motor ommi- 
buses that were draining the Jife-blood of the 
railway$, and statistics would show that on 
the passenger side ‘the. railways. were losing, 
and losing fast. As far as icy was con- 
cerned, they were putting them on a basis 
of equality, Of the 8,000 lorries, 80 per cent. 
were owned by private traders, who were | 
operating in the main for the conveyance of 
their own goods, and 20 per cent.: were pro- 
fessional carriers.

National credit went 
down with the railway system. What road 
transport system would be able to raise

to a decisive battle at some future date.

MUCH ARGUMENT AHEAD. 


—--——- 


After settling one non-contentious item 
of business by umanimously electing 
Senator M. F. O’Hanlon to the vice-chair, 
the House turned to a much more con- 
troversial matter in Mr. McGilligan’s two 
important transport bills, which came up 
for second reading. The tenour of the 
debate on this question. was such as to 
suggest the likelihood of great argument 
about them before they get through their 
Committee stage, and it was, therefore, 
rather a surprise when the House, after 
agreeing to the second reading and advanc- 
ing another unopposed bill, which seeks 
to prohibit the alienation of nsions 
books, decided not to re-assemble until 
next Wednesday. 


MR. MCGILLIGAN’S 
CRITICS. 


Mr. MeGilligan, who is, perhaps, more 
hardened to adverse criticism than any 
other of President Cosgrave’s Ministers, 
certainly had critics enough and to spare 
to be answered yesterday, and he seemed 
none too happy in dealing with them. His 
Railways Bill (which throughout the. de- 
bate altogether overshadowed the Road 
Trafic Bill) had, he bitterly complained, 
been misunderstood and misrepresented. 
It was, to use his own expression, the 
“worst understood piece of legislation 
that had been before the public,” to judge 
by the comments that at bsen made upon 
it. 


Who was responsible for the general 
failure to appreciate this so excellent 
measure the Minister did not proceed to 
state, but at the end of the. debate 
he was still reiterating to sceptical 
auditors that, even if it did appear 
from the bill that his policy was to 
drive traffic from the railways to the roads, 
his real intention was to drive traffic from 
the roads to the railways. These bills, he 
asserted, gave the railways opportunities 
to become a “ real transport agency,’ if. 
only they had the imagination and the 
initiative to break away from tradition 
and link up road and rail. 


THREE ZONES. 

After describing his scheme for dividing 
the State into three zones, in one of which 
the Great Southern Railways would be 
able to operate omnibuses, in another the 
Great Northern Railway, and in the third 
the Dublin United Tramways, the 
Minister protested that his object, so far 
as road passenger services were concerned, 
was “immediately to weigh everything in 
favour of the two railway companies and 
the tramway company,” but that to 
achieve the desired results the railway 
companies would have to become less 
 rail-minded ” and the tramway company 
less ‘‘ tram-minded."’ 


IN THE GALLERY. 


A visitor in one. of the galleries leaned 
forward intently when Mr. McGilligan 
began to quote passages from the chair- 
man's addresses at recent annual meetings 
of the Great Southern Company. This was 
Sir Walter Nugent, the author of the 
speeches, who listened to the debate in 
company with Mr. P. J. Floyd, the traffic 
manager of the same company, and other 
representatives of railway interests. 

Most of the Minister’s introductory 
speech, however, was devoted to the 
previous day’s meeting of Great Southern 
stockholders; and Senator O'Farrell, who 
opened the onset as soon as Mr. 


McGilligan sat down, found himself in 
agreement’ with the Minister’s critical 
attitude towards this community, though 
it was apparent that they had nothing else 
in common, Railway shareholders, aceord- 
ing to Mr. O'Farrell, whose voice is the 
voice of the organised railway clerks, know 
nothing about railway affairs, and it is the

WHAT RAILWAY DIRECTORS 
KNO 


Nor, seemingly, are railway directors 
any more enlightened ; for Mr. O’Farre!] 
assured the Senate that the sum total of 
their knowledge of the working of railways 
is bound up in the one item that trains 
travel on wh els, Proceeding to develop 
his views on railway directors, Mr. 
O’Farrell observed that they were removed 
from their positions only as the result of 
death or retirement, and that his experi- 
ence was that they rarely retired and still 
more rarely died. 

Having defended the rates of wages 
that were paid to railway workers, the 
Minister might have hoped for some sym- 

thy from the Labour coterie in the 

ouse, but it was very little that he got, 
and the bills, after having been riddled by 
Senator O'Farrell, were damned with faint 
praise by Senator Johnson, who sympa- 
thised with their aim, but doubted if it 
would be achieved. 


A CRUMB OF COMFORT. 

The only crumb of consolation that the 
Minister was able to gather at the end of 
the debate was that the only referenve 
that had been made to nationalisation of 
the railways—which had been urged pre- 
viously by Fianna Fail as the only solu- 
tion of the problem—had not been men. 
tioned on this occasion except by way ol 
disparagement. If that reflected a change 
of attitude, he said, the country was to be 
congratulated. 

After three hours of very uncomfortable 
travelling, the twin vehicles of road and 
rail transport reform concluded the second 
stage of their journey to the Statute Book, 
with the prospect of possible collisions 
before the next stage is over. i

FRENCH OUOTA ON 
HAMS. 


CORK EXPORT TRADE 
HARD HIT. 


> 


From Our CORRESPONDENT, 
CORK, Wednesday. 

A remarkable situation has arisen in 
Cork with regard to the shipment of hams 
to-France. Messrs. Lunham and Co., a 
firm that has been in this line of business 
for over sixty years, finds that its export 
trade with that country has been com- 
pletely suspended. A serious view is 
taken of the stoppage, which apparently is 
the result of a mistake on the part of the 
French authorities. 

At the end of last year a quota system 
was introduced by France on various im- 
ports, including hams. It was expected 
that the Irish exporters (of which 
Lunham’s is the chief) would receive an 
allotment under the quota system for the 
first quarter of the year, but no allotment 
has been made, and consequently no hams 
can be shipped from Cork to France. 


SITUATION EXPLAINED. 

An official of Messrs. Lunham’s ex- 
plained to-day how the situation arose. 
“The quota,’’ he said, “ has been allotted 
to Great Britain—evidently in error; for 
the British ham exporters do virtually ‘no 
trade with France, while we have had a 
considerable one. It was given to them, 
apparently on the ground that Irish hams 
pe through England on their way to 

'rance, and were ultimately shipped from 
English ports. But the Free State, being 
under a separate Government, cannot avail 
itself of this quota. 

““It is provirig a serious matter for us, 
as our large French trade is entirely 
suspended for the present. What is more, 
the English firms may take advantage of 
the situation, so that, even if the mistake 
is remedied, we may find that the quota 
has: been already filled by them. If this 
happens, it means that we shall be unable 
to send any hams to France for the next 
three months.” 


UNFAIR TO FREE STATE. 

He added that, in his opinion, the 
French quota system was quite unfair when 
applied to the Free State, as our imports 
from France are very much greater than 
our exports. The fall of the pound, he 
said, was sufficient handicap without this 
being imposed as well. 

It is understood that the Free State 
Minjstry of Industry and Commerce has 
been informed of the state of affairs, and it 
is hoped that no time will be lost in 
setting the matter right.

THE FREE STATE 
ROAD FUND: 


RECEIPTS AMOUNT TO 
£943,000. 


-—- 


An abstract of the receipts into, and 
issues out of, the Road Fund in the year 
ended 3lst March, 1931, laid on the table 
of the Dail, shows that the issues for the 
Central Fund in respect of motor taxation 
came to £943,000. Sundry receipts 
(bank interest) amounted to £3,725. The 
balance on the ist April, 19350, was 
£267,317 ; administration expenses came to 
£6,590.. 

Other items were:.local authorities’ ex- 
penses of collection, £12,181; Garda 
Siochana compensation, £4,819; expenses 
of prosecutions, £6 4s. 4d.; contributions 
towards surveyors’ Salaries, £8,770; in- 
terest on advances under Road ‘Fund Act, 
1926, £35,200. 

The grants paid to local authorities 
were as follow:—Under National Road 
scheme, £36.207 ; under other trunk roads 
schemes, £2.470; road maintenance, 
£357,084; improvement of main roads. 
£342.715 ; destroyed and damaged bridges. 
£6,206: miscellaneous, £69,770. The total 
expenditure for the year came to 
£1,149,292. There was a deficit. at the end 
of the financial year of £202,567. 


BRITISH BUDGETARY 
POSITION. 


MORE SATISFACTORY THAN 
LAST YEAR’S. 


One of the effects of the British tax- 
payers’ impressive response to the call for 
the prompt payment of income tax and 
sur-tax is that the general budgetary posi- 
tion is much more satisfactory than it was 
at this time last year, says the Press 
Association’s Lobby Correspondent. The 
inflow of revenue is greater, the rate of 
expenditure is less, and the floating debt 
is heing reduced at an accelerated pace. 

The current deficit is less at the present 
moment than it was a year ago, in spite 
of the fact that on December 31 last the 
current deficit was £23,152,416 more than 
on December 31, 1930. 

On December 31 last the current deficit 
stood at £203,752,903. By last Saturday 
it had been reduced to £157,004,749, com- 
pared with £160,831,852 at the correspond- 
ing date last year. 

Sixteen days' revenue in the present 
month have produced £79,525,276, which 
compares with a revenue yield of 
£53,277 669 in the first 17 days of 
January, 1931, an increase of £26,247,607, 
Ordinary expenditure in the same period 
shows a reduction of £722,106.

HARBOUR BOARD.

CORK, Wednesday. 
IA T the meeting of Cork Harbour 
Board to-day, Mr. J. Morris, of 
Liverpool, appeared before the Board in 
connection with a cattle service which he 
proposes to run between Cork and Birken- 
head. 

He said that he wished to make applica- 
tion on behalf of a company which was 
now being formed for the carrying of 
general cargo and live-stock. They wanted 
to secure lairage and other accommoda- 
tion for this purpose, and he had in- | 
spected several sites in company with the 
general manager of the Harbour Board. 


SUGGESTED SITE. 


In his own opinion, a site on the Tivoli 
reclamation scheme would suit his pur- 
pose best, but this might be too expensive 
to secure. Another good place, however, 
was on the north deep-water quay. He 
suggested that the Harbour Board should 
erect a shed and lairages for them on that 
site, and the money spent by them would 
be reimbursed by the company over a 
period of years. 

Mr. Morris explained that he had not 
come to Cork with the object of taking 
anyone’s trade from them. He thought 
there was sufficient scope for another com- 
pany, especially in view of the fact that 
they could bring certain trades into Cork 
which previously had not been handled 
by the port. 


BI-WEEKLY SAILINGS, 


He intended, he said, to bring two ships 
to Cork, and to have two sailings per 
week. He estimated that the Harbour 
Board would gain £1,500 to £2,000 per 
year from the new company by way of 
dock dues. 

Mr. Crowley asked whether Mr. Morris 
was the gentleman who had been trading 
from Dublin and other ports,, and had 
had the cattle freights reduced at those 
places. 

Mr. Morris replied in the affirmative. 
He had, he said, been instrumental in 
reducing freights from Ireland, parti- 
cularly as regards Dublin and Drogheda. 

Answering questions from other mem- 
bers of the Board, he said that his pro- 
on ypieg was not in an embryo state. They 

ad as much capital as they required for 
the purpose, and, if permission was given 
them, they were in a position to run 
servces from Cork by the beginning of 
next May. 


THE LAIRAGES. 


As regarded the space they would re- 
quire, ne could not say definitely at the 
moment. The Free State Ministry of 
Agriculture prescribed certain regulations 
as to the area per beast in lairages, and 
he was not sure how that would affect the 
question. The site chosen, however, 
measured about 700 feet by 30 feet, and 
it was intended to use about 200 feet of 
this for sheds, the rest to be dévoted to 
lairage. He thought they would want 
accommodation for five or six hundred 
beasts, 

The Chairman (Mr. Richard Wallace) 
said that the section of the deep water 
quay which Mr. Morris had chosen was 
frequently used by tiraber ships, and if 
the new.company were given it other pro- 
vision would, have to be found for the 
timber ships. It was, however, the wish 
of the Harbour Board to encourage and 
develop trade in every way, and he hoped 
they would be able to meet Mr: Morris 
in this matter. They would submit terms 
to him in the course of a week or so, and 
he hoped ‘that these would meet with his 
approval. 

It was decided to refer Mr. Morris’s 
proposition to next Monday’s committee 
meeting.

The result of all 
that is that the unfortunate patentee is driven 
mto the arms of promoters and capitalists, 
who swoop down and take all the benefit of 


the invention. 
THE SOLE OWNER. 

Gavan Duffy—They simply exploit 
the matier. In this case the inventor is the 
sole owner and the sole manufacturer. There 
is nO company, and there are no licensees. 
The whole thing is in Mr. Hilton’s own hands.

He got a patent in 1916 
from the British Patent Office, and this was 
subsequently registered in Saorstat Eireann.

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE. 

Mr. Ernest Blythe, Minister for Finance, 
said that the banks were popularly supposed 
to be the greatest obstacles to prosperity in 
this country. They took in money at low 
rates of interest, and they lent it at very 
high rates of interest. (A Voice—‘‘ And 
they never get it back,” and laughter.) He 
thought that people who held these views 
did so, because of ignorance, because they 
had not examined the position. 

He remembered some years ago before the 
Treaty, the Government established by Dail 
Eireann started a State-owned bank for 
certain purposes. A fair measure of success 
attended the effort, but those who were in 
charge of the bank soon discovered that it 
was not possible to make the enormots pro- 
fits that were believed to be in the business. 
At every stage they found that expenses 
were higher than had been imagined, while 
the difficulties were considerable. It was 
also interesting to note that the encourage- 
ment they received was miore vocal than 
financial. (Laughter.) 


BANKS AND THEIR PRACTICE. 


Apart from the difficulties that attended 
the establishment of a new bank, there were 
extraordinary difficulties attached to the 
running of a bank. We had some difficulties 
in this country not present in some other 
countries. Every responsible person realised 
that the banks could not do what should be 
done by the private individual, just as a 
Government. could not do what should be 
done by the private individual... The banks 
could not start a factory or initiate an in- 
dustry. If they were to do that, and had 
the reserves to do so, they would be up 
against difficulties, and could. not get the 
service which the individual who ventures 
his own money and controls his own factory 
could get. 

There was no possibility that prosperity 
could be attained in this country by a change 
in the attitude of the banks towards borrowers 
or a change in the practice of the banks in 
requiring a general, but not always adequate, 
security. Prosperity would increase in this | 
country in proportion as people worked vi 
it, and as the men who had ‘training and 
capital took their courage into their hands 
and initiated new enterprises under condi- 
tions which could promise success. Whatever 
was done nere, they would only have al 
relative measure of prosperity if i 
happened that trade was had elsewhere. |
